ſouldiers there quartered. and thirtie hore, with loſſe of 
$50 of his men. The ſouldicrs ſpoiled of their armes, were 
the next day put to their choile, of returning to the Prin=- 
ces,or ſeruing the enemy, Theone halterecurned,the o- 
ther reuolted. This was done the fifth of February, ar 
which time the towne was put to ranſ@ine of 10000, 
Count Solms tooke the alarme, and drew out the horſe 
troupes, when all-was done : {o he onely ouertooke and 
rooke ſome [ine of their (traggling horſe priſoners.

Articles of Agreement, by the 
mediation of the Lords the Princes the 
EleRor of Ments and Ledowick the Lantgraue 
of Haſfia,and concluded betwixt the Lord Mar. 

uis Spiuols Captaine Generall of the armie of 
the Emperours Maieſtie in the Pallatinate on 
the one part, and the Lord 7oachim Erneſt of 
Ausburg Generall of the armie of the Euangelik 
Vnion, and lohy Frederick Duke of Wittemberg, 
as wel tor themſelues as Qther Princes and States 
vnited onthe other part. 


[rſt of all it is agreed betwixt the faid Princes and 
Pf Srucaceford wholy to torbeare all hoſtilicie be- 
ewixt the, ſo as the ſaid Princes & States cf the Vnio 
and their army ſhall at no hand from henceforth impeach 
the Lord Marquis Spinela, nor his forces or places which 
be in his power, nor any other compriſed in this treatie, 
or their lands or dominions : neither ſhall aſſiſt Frederick. 
the Palatine with mony,men, or by any other meanes di- 
realy or indirely by themſelues or by others meanes: 
and ſhall not proroge their vnion formerly made, neither 
in fauour of Frederick the Palatine, nor againſt the Em- 
periall Maicſty make a new one, but before the expiration 
of the terme of the Vnion, that is toſay;the 14 day of May 
next coming, all their forces as well priuate as common 
ſhall draw off out of the Pallatinate ov other place ſeaſed 
on for defence of the Pallatinate, and cauſe the ſame to 
depart, and ſhall continue themſelucsfaithfull and obedi- 
ent Princes and States tothe Emperours Maieſtic, as they 
hauc often before this time profetled to do. 
On theother ſide the Lord Marquis Spiel ſhall from

And in this Agreement are comprehended as we!l 
thoſe mentioned in the coricord of Vimes as other Ele- 
Rors,Princes, States and Nobles of the Empire, whether 
of the Catholick or Euangelick Religion, yet ſo that the 
parties aforeſaid meane not in this place to determine any 
thing concerning the land of Tulier. 

And as concerning the Palatine Frederick (whom the 
things foreſpoken touch not ) the {aid Lord Marquis Sps- 
xola, at the requeſt of the King of Great Brittaine, hath 
promiſed from henceforth yntill che forclaid terme of the 
14 of May, not to proceed in the execution of the Palla« 
tinate,to him committed, but for ſo long to ſuſpend the 
execution, yet on the conditis,that the Princes of the V- 
nion ſhall prouide fo, that the proper forces of the (aid 
Palatine , whether being in the (aid Palatinate or the bor- 
dering places, praRtiſe no hotilitie againſt the ſaid Mar- 
quis Spinola nor his armic,or the places which he hath ta+ 
ken, or others the loyall States of the Empire, their-mini- 
ers or ſubicas. 

And tothe end that the neighbour Princes and States, 
and their ſubics and others reſiant in their territories, 
may not be grieued or indammaged by the ſouldjers of 
either partic, the aforeſaid Chiefs of both armics haue 
nronallhd ſcricuſly and faithfully to procare that all ex- 
curſions, pillages, and other annoyances in their territo- 
ries and provinces ſhall be wholy reſtrained and forborne, 
and fafetic of che waycs and trafficke aduanced, 

For the better a(luraace of all which promiſes, they of 
ten forenamed Princes of both parties, together with the 
Princes Intervenneng haue confirmed this fame with 
their hands and ſeales; and Marquis Spine/s ſhall with all 
ſpecd procure that the ſame ſhall be ratified by the ſacred 
Imperiall Maicſtic and the Lord Archdake Alberts,
